THE ORIGIN OF OAHSPE 


In view of the numerous enouiries which reach the Kosmon Press regard=- 
ing the origin of OAHSPE, The Kosmon Bible, the following brief account 
of how the work came to be written and published is offered. 


The teachings contained in the volume were communicated from the hi eh 
heavens of the earth, where the seat of God's throne and His Holy Council 
is located, through Dr. John Ballou Newbrough (1828-1891). From the tes- 
timony of those who knew him while on earth he appears to have been a man 
of exceptional moral character who possessed also the most remarkable 
powers in the direction of inspiration and clairvoyance. The exercise of 
these faculties over many years culminated in 1881 in his becoming the 
1nstrument through which OAHSPE was given the world. In a letter addressed 
to the "Banner of LIGHT" in 1883, he gave a detailed account of the origin 
of the book 3go that it will be sufficient here to reproduce his letter: 


FEW TORK CLE 
January 21s8t, 1883 


To the Hditor of 
The BANNER of LIGHT, 
Boston, Masss. 


Dear Sir: 


In compliance with your request for a brief article in regard to 
the writing of OAHSPE, the new bible, I cheerfully proceed to do 80. 


You have observed, no doubt, that in OARSPE no mention 1s made of 
the manner in which the book was written, nor by mnom- Any statement on 
my part would not be belleved by persons unacquainted with spiritual man- 
1festations. Had I s8aid that I wrote it my om acquaintances would have 
know better. Had I said that the angels wrote it with my hands I wuld 
have been denounced as a pretender. If a book has merit what matters who 
wrote it, And if it has no merit, then certainly it does not matter whence 
1t came. There was a time when the name of an author clothed his product 
with some s8ort of authority> I rejolce that that day is past; that man- 
worship 1s at an end, and that all books, including bibles, are perused 
not as authorities, but as pastimes, to lead nearer and nearer to the 
Everlasting Light. If a man tum out a good book I accord him little more 
credit than I would a ripe apple for being on the s8unny side of the tree- 
But I rejoice most of all because our Heavenly Father, through His angels 
co=operating with our forefathers, provided us a government that protects 
us in publishing our highest conceptions, regardless of creeds or dogmass. 
Today we have protestant preachers in thelr pulpits denying the insplra- 
tion of the O1d and New Testaments, and only in the slightest possible 
degree less than Thomas Paine. They begin to judge 80-called gacred books 
according to what they are, and not by a supposed authority. This 1s 
progress, undoubtedlys. 
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Reflecting on these things it was decided to publish the first edition of 
OAHSPE without any reference to its authorshipe No attempt was made to conceal 
the method in which it was written, but most of the particulars have been told 
from time to time to inquiring friends. 


Briefly, OAHSPE was mechanically written through my hands by some other 
intelligence than my om. Many 8piritualists are acquainted with this auto- 
matic movement of the hands, independent of one's volition Many people have 
this quality», This power can be educated, or rather, the s8usceptibility to 
external power can be increased. In my om case I discovered, many years ago, 
in 81tting in s8piritualist circles to obtain s8pirit manifestations, that my hands 
could not lie still on the table but would fly into these "tantrums". Often 
they would write messages, left or right, backward or forward, nor could 1 
control them in any other way than by withdrawing from the table Sometimes 
the power thus baffled would attack my tongue, or my eyes, or my ears, and 1 
talked and gaw and heard differently from my normal state. I went to work in 
earnest to investizgate spiritualism, and I investigated over two hundred mediums, 
traveling hundreds and hundreds of miles for this purpose. Often I took them to 
my own house and experimented with them to my heart's content. I found that 
nearly all of them were subject to this involuntary movement of the hands or 
to entrancement. They told me it was angels controlling them. In ten or more 
years I began to belleve in spiritualilsm. But I was not satisfied with the 
communications; I was craving for the light of heaven. I did not desire com=- 
munications from friends or relatives, or information about earthly things; 

I wished to leam somethli rg about the spirit-wrild; wat the angels did, how 
they traveled, and the general plan of the universe.o After awhile I decided 
that wise and exalted anzels would commune better with us if we purified our- 
gelves physically and 8piritually-. I gave up eating flesh and fis, milk and 
butter, rose, before daybreak, bathed twice a day, and, occupying a small room 
alone, where I sat every morning half-an-hour before gaunrise, recounting daily 
to my Creator my shortcomings in governing myself in thought and deed. In 

S1Xx years I reduced from two hundred and fifty pounds to one hundred and eighty. 
A new lease of life came to mes. 


Then a new condition of control came upon my hands; instead of the angels 
holding my hands as formerly, they held their hands over my head (and they 
were clothed with sufficient materiality for me to see them) and a light fell 
upon my hands as they lay on the table. I had attained to hear audible angel 
voices near me I was directed to get a typewriter- This I did, and I applied 
myself industriously to leam it but with only indifferent success> For two 
years more the anzels propounded to me questions relative to heaven and earth, 
which no mortal could answer very intelligently I look back on those two 
years as an enigma» Perhaps it was to show me that man 1s an 1gmoramus at 
best; perhaps I needed constitutional growth- One morning the light struck 
both my hands on the back, and they went for the typewriter vigorously. 1 
was told not to read what was typed. Each moming, before sunrise, the power 
came and typed. One morming I looked out the window and beheld the line of 
Light, that rested on my hands, extending heavenward like a wire towards the 
Skyo Over my head were three pairs of hands, fully materialized; behind me 
Stood an angel with her hands on my shoulders. My looking did not disturb the 


Scene; my hands kept right on typing. 


For fifty weeks this continued, every moming before sunrise, then it 
ceased, and 1 was told to read and publish the book OAHSPE» The draw- 
ings in OAHSPE were made the same wayg with pencil. A few of the draw- 
ings I was told to copy from other books$ such as Satum, the Eeyptian 
ceremonies, etc: 


All the while I have pursued my vocation (denistry). My diet of veg- 
etable, fruit and farinaceous foods has not detrated from my health or 
Strength although I have continued this discipline for over ten years. 

I am firmly convinced that there are numberless persons who might attain 
to marvelous development 1f they would train themselves. 


A strict integrity to one's highest light is essential to development. 
3e]l f-abnegation and purity should be the motto and discipline of every 
one capable of angel communion.

Newbrough immediately printed and published the manuscript in New York 
In 1882, A $second edition was published in Boston in 189l. Half a cen- 
tury later in 1935 the Kosgmon Press acquired the electro plates of the 1891 
edition and republished OAHSPE. In 1942 the present Deluxe edition was 
published and 1s the edition now available. Several editions have also 
been published in Inglands 


The original manuseript, from which all editions take their authority, 
for some time after the passinzs of Newbrough in 1891, were kept on the 
lower floor of a house in EL Faso, Texas, where it was destroyed by a 
flood. Although this occurence may appear unfortunate from the point 
of view of the scholar and archeologist 1t 1s clear that thereby all danger 
was avoided that authority should come to be vested in a manuscri.pt rather 
than in that interior light of the goul in which OAHSPE itself teaches man 


to place nis trusts. 


The - destruction of the manuscript took place only after J.B. Newbrough 
and his assoclate, A.M. Howland, had carefully compared the proof sheets 
of the 1891 edition with the original manuscript- The 1891 edition plates, 
from which the present edition was printed, received the verification and 
approval of Newbroughs

6. Which is a profanation against 
the. Fathexg. For He turneth not away, 
nor cutteth He off any man. 

7. Nevertheless many cut themselves 
off by - denying Him and by not obey- 
ing His commandments. 

8. And they bring darkness and mis- 
erv upon themselves; and they cry out: 
Where 1s the justice of God. that He 
afflicteth me? or why cometh He not to 
those that are in distress? 

9. And when they are in darkness, 
they marry and bring forth in darkness 
and with pre-disposition to misery and 
death. 

10. For which reason it was said of 
old that the s8ins of a man are visited 
On the third and fourth generations of 
those that come after. 

|. And then cryeth out the infidel: 
Behold the misery of the creatures of 
God! 

12. But I say unto you, all these 
things were revealed long since, and 
ye are the testimonies of those that 
deny the wisdom and glory of Jehovih, 
your God. 

13. What then is the-register of the 
earth? Where $hall the Father find an 
exemplary people? 

14. Where ye love your neighbors as 
yourselves, practicing virtue and exalta- 
tion in righteousness above all else? 

15. For I say unto you they have 
cunningly interpreted the revelations of 
heaven $0 as to open the door to un- 
righteous teaching. 

16. By saying such and such things 
are done by divine law instead of be- 
ing done by the actual presence of the 
Creator. 

17. Persuading themselves that their 
God had gone away, leaving certain 
laws to carry on His works. 

18. And the ungodly 


interpreted 
them, that since God had gone afar 
off, He saw not the behavior of men. 


Nor registered their deeds in truth as 
done in the body. 


19. For they have been thus led to 
believe that sin and evil deeds are hid 
away, and not man, nor angels nor God 
knoweth they have been done. 

20. And they have grown up in dis- 
belief, ignoring the person of the Al- 
mighty, even though the powers of life 
and death stand before them. 

21. Being addicted to crimes and mis- 
demeanors against one another, in no 
fear of God the Father, and only re- 


Strained by the laws and prisons of man. 


22. Whom therefore ye ignorantly 
worship, as being afar off, declare I unto 
YOu. 

23. And that His eye is ever upon 
you; and that ye are a perpetual regis- 
ter of both the good and evil that ye 
practice toward one another and in the 
Father. 

24. This is the foundation on which 
I proclaim Jehovih's kingdom on earth. 
Without this there 1s no resurrection 
either in this world or the next. 

25. And as much as ye establish this 
doctrine in the understanding of the 
- young, $0 will ye have laid the corner 
stone for the edifice of Jehovih, your 
Creator. 

26. To which end ye shall put away 
all such terms as divine law and natural 
law. 

27. And henceforth teach them of 
the living I am, the Jehovih, who 1s 
over all and within all His works, doing 
by virtue of His presence, call Him Lord 
or God as. ye may. 


CHAPTER [II. 


| These are the words of Ourano- 
then: 'By the power and wisdom of 
Jehovih in me, I salute you in peace, love 
and reconciliation with the Father. 

2. To make you magnanimous and 
of comprehensive judgment. in discern- 
ing the dominion of Jehovih. 

3. That' ye be not puffed up with 
your knowledge of the ancient prophets 
and revelators of God, the Father, say- 
ing: His words were reve:.led of old; 
the ancient revelations were final. 

4. Jehovih 1s the same today, yester- 
day an forever. His voice and His 
hands .. with you; He changeth not as 
the winu bloweth. 

5. Opea your understanding to the 
living present, the I am, in remembrance 
of the olden times, wher. . h prophets of 
God were denied also. 

6. For the s8ame things come in every 
cycle in the travel of the world. And 
the same doctrines are revealed, em- 
bracing the same exalted commandments; 


proclaiming the actual presence of the 
Creator unto all men. 

7.But they who love not Him with 
all their hearts and souls, and their 
neighbors as themselves, cry out: We 
will not have this; let us crucify him 

8. Now, behold, Jehovih's season is 
manifest amongst all nations and peoples. 
Do they not cry out against the skep- 
ticism of man? And are not their doc- 
trines trembling on their foundation? 

9. The enthusiasm they put forth 
is but for a day; with the death of the 
preacher his church becometh as the 
house of a stranger. 

10. For they worship not the Father, 
but bow down before the oratory of man. 

11. Wherefore in this day I say unto 
you the time 1s 'greater than of old, 
for the cycle embraceth the whole earth, 
becoming as one people around about it, 
SO 1s the light of Jehovih being manifest 
amongst all nations and peoples. 

12. And the skepticiegm and breaking 
to pieces in one region of the earth 
is but a type of the same manifestations 
in the others. 

13. Think not then, with the cir- 
cumscribing of the earth, that Jehovih 
is not sufficient unto an universal doc- 
trine, adapted to all the inhabitants of 
the earth. 

14. For He plieth His angel hosts ac- 
cording to the work He hath on hand. 

15. Raising up one man to one work 
and another man to another work; ap- 
propriating all people to building His 
kingdom. 

16. And He sendeth His angels to 
man to give him signs and omens; and 
man saith: I feel it coming; a new ad- 
vent 1s at hand. 

17. Of - which” matters the earth is 
Stored with history. 

18. As when in Egypt, in the great 
kingdom, the Pharaohs had fortified 
themselves with learning and with mon- 
uments designed by man to be everlast- 
ing. 
19. And both, angels of darkness, and 
angels of light, descended upon that land, 
and the people were overwhelmed with 
miracles and necromancy. 

20. And the, Father called unto the 
multitude to come out of Egypt; and as 
many as had faith in Him rose up and 
departed away from that land. 

21. Then came darkness upon Egypt, 
and she went down to destruction. Her 
temples and places of great learning fell 
down or became known no more. 

22. Now this declare I unto you, that 
the same kinds of necromancy and angel 


manitestations appear in the beginning 
of every cycle. 

23, For the Father suffereth even an- 
gels of darkness to appear before men 
to confound them in their unbelief, and 
to make them fearful in their unright- 
eous behavior. 

24. And this also happeneth soon at- 
ter the advent of a cycle—the angels 
of the 'second heaven come, calling sin- 
ners to repentance, and proclaiming the 
difference between the higher and lower 
heavens. 

25. And such mortals as have faith 
in Jehovih, practicing righteousness, are 
led forth into a new place and holier 
condition. But such as heed not the voice 
of the angels of God go down in dark- 
ness. 


CHAPTER IV. 


1. The words of Ouranothen: By 
the grace and power of the Creator, 
God of all peoples, faith be unto you 
and within you, for your own re- 
demption. 

2. First come signs and presenti- 
ments, then belief, and after that faith, 
which is followed by works. 

3, And this law is unto all the liv- 
ing, whether man, or+ bird, or beast, 
or creeping thing; there being signs 
and presentiments unto all the living, 
according to what concerneth them. 

4. Behold the times of heaven and 
earth are made of summers and winters 
unto all things. A time when the harvest 
of one revelation or one doctrine cometh 
to its ripening, and a time afterward 
when it is gathered in by the Father, 
and is known no more. 

5. To one age God bestoweth revela- 
tion on man, according to what is good 
for man, but when it hath fulfilled its 
work God gathereth it in, and bestoweth 
another revelation. 

6. Such are works of Jehovih, nor 
can man nor angels stay His hand. 

7. To Greece, and to Egypt, and to 
India, He gave many Gods. According 
to the necessities of the times and the 
light of man, that man might be raised 
up through belief and faith, s0 gawe 
He them Gods and doctrines suited to 
them. 

8. And man became tenacious of 
his Gods, verily making idols of them, 
and depending on the Gods and angels 
to accomplish by intercession and. other- 
wise, man's ultimate exaltation in heaven. 

9. So man ceased to work out his 
own salvation, depending on his Gods 


to save him, even in his crimes and 
blasphemy. 

10. And Jehovih caused disbelievers 
and signs and miracles to overrun these 
peoples, and He raised up new prophets 
unto them, rebuking them for their un- 
righteous behavior. 

11. The adherents of the past revela- 
tions rose up in might and slew the pro- 
phets of God, declaring them breakers 
of the laws of man. 

12. Nevertheless, it came to pass with 
all these peoples, their many Gods went 
away from them, and the new revela- 
tions took root in the persecution and 
death of God's prophets. 

13. Such are cycles upon the earth; 
they are as the harvests of the Almighty, 
which He giveth unto the different per- 
10ds of his creations. 

14. Here is wisdom, O man, to heed 
the signs of Jehovih's seasons. and the 
march of His dominion on the earth. 

15. Not suffering thyself to become 
bound by things of the past whilst the 
Signs of the Almight rise up before thee. 

16. Nor judge thou the ways of God 
by the little that is done in a corner, 
nor of prejudices deep-rooted in thine 
own understanding, because of thy birth 
and surroundings. 

17. But survey thou abroad over all 
the earth, considering what is good unto 
all people, as to whether the doctrines 
and revelations are powerful enough to 
abolish poverty and war and all manner 
of crimes amongst men. 


18. This 1s the guide thy Creator gave 
unto thee, that thou mightst learn to 
prophesy of the administration of thy 
God, Jehovih being the only master of 
life and' death, (becauce whosoever He 
hath quickened into life is His, and 
death 1s his decree in His own time and 
way). 

19. And whosoever cometh between 
man and his Creator, visiting death un- 
to his brother, wageth war against his 
Creator. 

20. Life and death are Mine, saith 
Jehovih. 

21. Whoso then presumeth to engage 
in death no longer fulfilleth the right- 
eousness of God. 


22. In which sign thou shalt judge 
all people who engage in war, and know 
of a truth whether their doctrines and 
their Gods be appropriate to establish- 
ing the Father's kingdom on earth. 


23. Not suffering thyself to be blind- 
ed by their pretensions and professions 
of peace, but by their practice, observ- 
ing if they have more faith in weapons 


of war and standing armies than in 
Jehovih. 

24. This is one of the signs also, in 
addition to intidelity and necromancy, 
wherefrom thou shalt surely prophesy 
that the old doctrines and revelations 
have fulfilled their time unto mortals. 


CHAPTER V. 


1. The words of Ouranothen: In the 
love of God, peace and good will be 
unto you all, Amen. 

2. In times past the Almighty hath 
bestowed His signs and monuments and 
histories, whereby ye $hall understand 
the dominion of His word. 

3. Because the ancients were bound 
down by the doctrines and revelations 
of their predecessors, Jehovih suffered 
evil disposed men to fall upon their 
libraries and destroy them. 

4. And man mourned on the earth, 
Saying the light of heaven was consumed. 

5. But .Jehovih comprehended what 
was good for man, desiring him not to 
be bound down to the ancients; but 
rather than man should be quickened 
to the ever present light of God. 

6. For man had become like a drown- 
ing man clinging to that which was tak- 
ing him down under the water. So, only 
by the destruction of the ancient records 
could man be persuaded to turn to that 
which 1s ever present, even Jehovih. 

7. And the like condition hath ever 
come unto all the ancient gods and 
men; for men fear to let go from that 
which 1s carrying them further and fur- 
ther away from their Creator. 

8. This do I als declare unto you; 
The sum of revelation in each and every 
cycle hath been to bring man nearer and 
nearer to the comprehension of the Ever 
Present; to make man know that Je- 
hovih now 1s, even as He was with the 
ancients. 

9. That man might ultimately have 
his understanding open, $80 as to re- 
ceive his own revelations from his Crea- 
tor, and from the angels of God. 

10. Such being, in fact, the founding 
of His kingdom on earth as it is in 
heaven. 

11. Since then direct inspiration shall 
come from the Father unto all men, how 
hope ye not to be bound by the revela- 
tions of the prophets of old? 

12. The same Creator now is, always 
was and ever $hall be. 

13. To be as near Him, and as much 
in Him, and as much one with Him, 
as were the ancient prophets, shall ye 
not also be one with the Father, to pro- 


phecy and to accomplish good works? 

14. For if God, the Father, be ever 
the same, and ye fulfill His requirements 
as did the ancient prophets, the 
s$ame result shall happen unto you as 
to them. 

15. To quicken man, therefore, to en- 
ter into the living present, instead of 
leaving him as a follower of the ancient 
light, is the work of your God. 

16. Whereto ye shall join in wisdom 
and earnestness regardless of self-sacri- 
fice. 

17. Now, therefore, when the signs 
of decadence, in the old systems man1- 
fest themselves, as for example, when 
those who are of good mind and sound 
judgment, having been believers in the 
ancient doctrines and revelations, but 
afterward turn away from them because 
the doctrines are impotent, ye shall know 
of a truth a new cycle is at hand.
